(a) characterized in that a clamper is coated on its 
surface for pressing a metal substrate with metal powder 
having a hardness higher than that of the metal substrate. 

(b) With this construction, since the metal powder bites 
into the metal substrate, the clamper can press the metal 
substrate over the entire surface of the clamper if its 
pressing surface is not leveled. 

(c) a clamper for pressing which is coated on its top 
pressing surface with metal powder 11 having a hardness 
higher than the metal substrate. Accordingly, where the 
clamper 10 1 tilts slightly as shown in the pressing process, 
a pressing of the clamper 10 1 causes a front portion 
thereof to bite into the island 2, so that the clamper can 
press the island over the entire surface of the clamper. 

Where the metal substrate is a lead frame, since it is 
generally made by punching a copper substrate, the metal 
powder 11 may be made of, for example, iron or titanium 
having a hardness higher than that of copper, or ideally 
diamond. Also, the metal powder 11 may be coated using a 
known technique such as sputtering or metallization. 
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
